ſemblies) the Danger of Fanatics to be more than of Pa- 

piſts; and that to diſinherit the Duke was againſt the Law of 
God.

I muſt con- 
tes, Sir, I have not very well digeſted what I have ſaid to 
you on this Subject; but unleſs you can change the Intereſt 
at Court, and remove theſe Counſellors that are ſo much for 
the Duke, I think you may juſtly fear all theſe Stratagems, 
and that it will be impoſſible to contrive any Aſſociation-Bill 
that can provide againſt them. And therefore, that we may 
aot ſpend our Time in vain, I wonld humbly move you, Sir, 
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onſequence of ſuch a Conteft. Ad. 
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Sar. II. to go on with the Bill of Baniſhment, which is moſt likely 


to do you ſome Service. At leaſt, by it we ſhall fee, 
whether any thing will be granted againſt Papiſts, or no: For 
this Purpoſe it will be neceſſary, that the Houſe be mayed, 
that the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſſes be commanded to 
bring in a Liſt of all the moſt conſiderable Papiſts in Eng- 
land, in order to baniſh the moſt notorious. 

Sir, I retain a good Opinion of an Aſſociation-Bill, not- 
withſtanding what hath been ſaid, as ta the Weakneſs it may 
receive from our unhappy Diviſions in Points of Religion and 
Intereft, too much promoted by ſome of our Clergy. For 
Sir, when I confider how Laudean Principles, as 10 
raiſing of Money without Parliaments in the late Times, in- 
fected moſt of our Clergy, ſo as that they not only preached 
up the King's abſolute Authority aver Men's Properties, but 
branded with the Title of Rebels, and condemned to hell 
thoſe that offered to argue againſt it; I do conclude, that it is 
uſual for one or two Biſhops to give Meaſures or Directions 
to the reſt of the Biſhops, and they to the Clergy of their ſe- 
veral Diocefles : And that therefore the Clergy derive their 


Politics generally from one or two Biſhops in ſome great Sta- 


tion. Vet, Sir, when I remember how, after ſome little Time, 
many of the Clergy fell off, and would not follow ſuch In- 
ſtruckions; and how the People ſoon excuſed themſelves from 
following their Advice in ſuch. Politics, and would not freely 
pay illegal Taxes, notwithſtanding all their Endeavours; J 
am apt to think, Sir, that as the People were not long then 
miſled, ſo as to ſubmit to loſe their Property, ſo they will nat 
now to any Thing that ſhall tend to the loſing of their Re- 
ligion and Property both. They will ſoon diſcover what is 
their Intereſt, and how true Intereſt will not lye. I have 
often told you within theſe Walls, they will ſoon apprehend 
that Popery will bring in Slavery, and reduce them not only 
to an idolatrous, ſuperſtitious Religion, but to wear wooden 
Shoes like the French, and to eat Herbs like the Spaniard, 
becauſe they will ſoon know that they ſhall not be lony 
Maſters of any Thing they have : And however they may be 
perſuaded for a while, I am confident they will at laſt con- 
fult Low to ſave their Bacon. They will diſcerri that the 
Clergy may be good Divines, but not ſo good Politicians; and 
that there may be ſome Difference in point of Intereſt between 
them and the Clergy, becauſe Clergymen may be in a Poſſibility 
of bcing adavnced by Popery if - ſubmit; but the Lait) 
under a Probability of loſing all, notwithſtanding all ſub- 
miſſions. Sir, I do not trouble you with this Diſcourſe out 
of a Fear that our Clergy will not ſhew themſelves good Pro 
teſtants; for I have that Veneration for them, and Opinion of 
them as to believe that many of the Biſhops and Clergy 7

wry ju of Fanatics is cried up more than that of the Papiſts; 


and how tender they are in the Point of a Popiſh Succeſſor, 
or joining in any thing that is againſt him. Butthough theſe 
Things make me jealous there is ſome body that mifleads 
them now in Matters relating to Popery, as formerly in 
Things relating to Property; yet I am of Opinion that they! 
will ere long ſee, that to ſtand up for the Intereſt of a Popiſn 
Succeſſor, to have a Popiſh King, to weaken the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, and ſpeak ill of Parliamengs, is not the right Way 
to preſerve the Proteſtant Religion ; but a plain Contradic- 
tion, and an Invention of Jeſuits. And therefore, Sir, I am 
for going on with the Afociation-Bill; for I will never 
doubt that the true Intereſt of the Nation, in ſo great a 
Concern as this, will long be baffled by ſuch Projectors. 
And therefore it is my Deſire that the Houſe may be moved 
to appoint a Committee to draw up a Bill for that Purpoſe.” 


ir, I think you have been well moved, as well for the Sir William 
Aſſociation-Bill as the Baniſhing-Bill. By the one, you will Hickmans, 


ſend your Enemies out of the Country ; by the other be in a

Sir Henry Capel. Sir, The Reaſon why we are now in this Debate, | 
becauſe a Negative is palſs'd on our Bill for excluding the 
Duke of York. It is ſtrange, ſeeing the Danger of the 
Proteſtant Religion is ſo great, (if there be any Intent to 
fave it) that the only Bill which could ſerve for that end 
ſhould be thought too much. I am of Opinion, that n0 
other Bills can do us any Service at all (for it will be 
pretended they are all void, becauſe made againſt the Right of 
and Prerogative of your lawful King) without this E 
Ut. 
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recommended the Security of the Proteſtant Religion b 
other Ways, I think it is our Duty to try what AT ; 4 
can be made, though it be only to give the King and the 
World Satisfaction, and to enable us the better to j dge, 
whether ſuch Speeches oceed from his Majeſty's Good- 
neſs, or from evil Counſel. I muſt confeſs, Sir, I am afraid, 
(ſeeing the Duke of York's Intereſt is now as great at Court 
as ever, and that there are ſo many of the Privy Counſellors 
for him, as well as moſt athers in Places of Truft and 
Command) that they that adviſe the King to put in that 
Limitation in all his Speeches, do know, that without that 
Law there can be none made that can. prejudice the Duke's 
Intereſt, and ſo conſequently not fave the Proteſtant Reli- 
ion, and therefore they adviſe it. For how can we rea- 
5 preſume other ways, ſeeing his Intereſt is ſo fix'd as 
it is, and the Wheel within the Wheel continues, which 
hath been ſo. often complained of. When I ponderate on 
the good things his Majeſty: always doth, when he is pleaſed 
to exclude the corrupt Politics, and Advice of others, I 
cannot but lament afreſh our great Misfortune in having 
a Popiſh Succeſſor, that ſhould: be able to create ſuch an 
Intereſt, as to hinder us from the good Effect thereof. His 
Majeſty did once declare, how ſenſible he was of the In- 
convenience of being adviſed by private Cabals, and ſeemed 
reſolved to diſmiſs them; and from that Time forward to 
adviſe with his Privy-Council, and in Caſes extraordinary, 
with the great Council the Parliament. How he came to 
vary from that Reſolution, I do not know; but I am afraid 
we ſhall not ſee any Alteration in favour of the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, until we ſee ſome Change in that Particular. For 
though the Duke's Friends may do very well to preſerve 
the Duke's Intereſt, which upon all Accounts is Popery ; 
yet, I think, they are very inconſiſtent with the Preſer- 
vation of the Proteſtant Intereſt: And therefore until ſome 
Alteration is made in Council, as Parliaments have laboured in 
vain againſt Popery theſe two Years, ſo I am afraid we ſhall 
now.

Men that way inclined, or otherways ſo qualified, as are 
not fit to make any Oppoſition to the Deſigns carried on 
by the Popiſh Party.

For it is plain to me, that there is a certain fatal Scheme,

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Wheel; whether Jeſuits, (for tis like them) or who, I can- 
not tell, nor how the Government is influenced, that the Pro- 
teſtants ſhould not be able to obtain any thing for their Secu- 
rity. But we may gueſs and juſtly fear, that it will never be 
otherwiſe, as long as there is a Popiſh Succeſſor. The truth 
is, we have a bard Task to ſerve our King and Country in 
ſuch a Time as this is.

who have ſo often adviſed his Majeſty, to put this, and the 
former Parliaments, upon finding out Expedients for ſecuring 
the Proteſtant Religion, without altering the Succeſſion, 
ſhould all Pow 1. Eng e out none themſelves f but 2 con- 
tinue adviſing the King to put that upon us, which, after ma- 
ny 5 found to be impoſſible. And that tlie King 
ſhould always have at his Elbow Perſons ready to remember 
him conſtantly to make this Limitation, which, in all appear- 
ance, muſt tend to the final Deſtruction of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion: And that there ſhould be no body there to mind 
him of propoling ſome Expedients to prevent it, only in ge- 


neral Words, of which no uſe can be made. According to 


the Opinion of three ſucceſſive Parliaments, the Limitation in 
favour of the Popiſh Intereſt is plain, intelligible, and prac- 
ticable. I hope his Majeſty, againſt the next Occaſion, will 
require them that have ſo adviſed him, to make the Expe- 
dients and other ways to ſecure the Proteſtant Religion, as 
plain and practicable, that ſo we may ſee if the Security 
of the Proteſtant Religion be deſigned in good earneſt by 
ſuch Adviſers, which 
propoſe is, in my Opinion, a Contradiction in itſelf. With- 
out the Excluſion-Bill, there can be no Expedient but what 
will leave us in that miſerable Condition, of having, firſt or 
laſt, a Conteſt with our lawful King. And there can be no 
ſuch thing as ſetting up a Power to oppoſe him, but by put- 
ting a kind of ſupreme Authority in the Parliament; with a 
Power to oppoſe, as well by making War as Laws, which 
might prove the Deſtruction of rhe monarchial Government: 
The faid Truſt or Power (without the Excluſion-Bill) being 
not to be repoſed in the next Heir, or any ſingle Perſon, leſt 
he ſhould die before he come to have the Power in him, or 
utterly refuſe to act, if he ſhould live to have a Right, by 
virtue of ſuch a Settlement, to adminiſter the Government. 
In ſuch a Caſe, there would be no lawful Power lodged any 
where elſe, to oppoſe ſuch a King, and there muſt not be an 
Interregnum. this ſhort Account you may ſee, what Dit- 
ficulties all Expedients will be liable to; and may conclude, 
that thoſe that adviſe the King to make this Limitation, do in- 


tend it as an Expedient to make the Endeavours of Parlia- 


ments ineffectual, and to bring in Popery. And if you had 
offered at ſuch Expedients — have mentioned, as the laſt 
Houſe of Commons was arraigned for omnipotent and arbitra- 
ry, ſo would this with ſome worſe Character; as having at- 
tempted to deſtroy the monarchial Government, that if poſ- 
ſible the K ing and People might be put out of love with Parlia- 
ments.

greateſt Security ĩmaginable. However, it is not to be doubt- 
ed, but it hath practiſed otherways, and that many Pet- 
ſons have been condemned in Parliament, upon Impeach- 
ments from the Commons, for Facts which were not Trea- 
ſon by any known Law. And the Reaſon may be, thereby 
to prevent the Dangers that might ariſe, from ſome Miniſters 
of State growing ſo great with the King, as that they ſhould 
be able to ſecure him from ever giving his Conſent to a Bill.

The Title 
of Hen. 4. was confirmed. by Parliament, but he laid his 
Claim of Deſcent from H. 3. and it continued in that Deſcent 
till H. 6. and then the Parliament declared that thoſe Acts 
were not binding, but unjuſt; and declared the Oaths of 
Allegiance to thoſe Kings infamous and wicked; and fo 
the Right Heir came in. H. 8. had Power to diſpoſe of the 
Crown, by his laſt Will and Teftament, to place and dif- 
place the Crown ar his pleaſure; yer all his right Heirs came - 
to the Crown, though Jane Gray claimed it by virtue of that 
Will, and baited her Title with Religion. Queen Eliza- 
beth made a Law, that whoever did maintain, that the Crown 
could not be diſpoſed of by Parliament, ſhould be guilty of 
Treaſon, &c. and for ever after of Premunire.

That State is fick of a grievous Diſtemper, when Kings 
neglect their Parliaments, and adhere to Favourites, and 
certainly that Woe is then fallen upon the Nation, which 
Solomon denounces; for ſays he, Ide to that Nation whoſe 
King is a Child; and without queſtion he meant a Child in 


Underſtanding, and not in Years. We have had in England 


Kings who when they were Children, by the help of a wiſe 
Council, have governed very well: But after that they took 
Matters into their own Hands, it went very ill with England ; 
as Richard II. Henry VI. who whilſt they were Children, 


the Government was ſteered aright; but their Underſtanding 


not growing as faſt as their Years, they aſſumed the Govern- 
ment before they were ready for it; and ſv managed Mat- 
ters, that it is better not to name them, than to reckon tha 
in the Catalogue of the Kings. 

And there is yet another Reaſon why great Favourites 
ſhould adviſe againſt Farliaments: Kings that dote too mucin 
upon their Favourites, do for the molt part pick up mean 
Men, People of no Fortunes or Eſtates, upon whom it is 
that they place their Favour to fo high a degree: And 
therefore it is for their Intereſt to adviſe the King to govern

© Bur that Rule does not ſo ſtrictly tie us up, as that we 
muſt forget ourſelves, our Poſterity, our Laws, or our Re. 
ligion; it does not oblige any Man to hurt himſelf to fave 
another; neither does it require that a whole Kingdom ſhall 


be loſt to fave - Men: For Charity begins at home; 


but when the Papiſts are conſidered in their Principles and 
Practices, then let any Man deny if he can, that the Papiſts 
themſelves are the Cauſe of whatever happens to them. 

I wilb mention but one or two of their Principles, be. 
cauſe I doubt nor but every Gentleman here is very well 
informed of them. 

The firſt that I will ſpeak to, is this, that Faith is not 
to be kept with Heretics: And this Liberty extends to every 
Thing, both as to Religion, and worldly Affairs: It is the 
fame thing to them whether they ſpeak Truth or no, when 
they have to do with a Heretic, as they eſteem every Man 
that is not of their Faith, ſo that you cannot tell when to 
believe them, nay, though they ſwear it, for to equivocate 
is a great Part of their Religion. 

The next is this, That it is meritorious to promote their 
Religion, without Regard had to the Way or Means of 
effecting it; though it be by butchering their King, mur. 
der ing Father or Children, proſtituting their Wives, or over- 
throwing the Government: Be it never fo unnatural or re- 
pugnant to God's Commands; and agreeable to theſe tuo, 


are all the reſt of their Principles. So that I would fin 


ſee how it is poſſible, to live in quiet with a People, whoſe 
Religion obliges them to deſtroy all Converſe or human 
Society, to murder their Neighbours, aſſaſſinate their King 
and = ba the Government when it is in their power; for 
my part I cannot ſee how they can or are fit to live, but 
with People of their own Faith and Belicf: Brutes and 
Chriſtians can never live and converſe , together; for none 


but Men of their Principles can live in Safety with them. 


© And agreeable to their Principles has been their Prac- 
tice all along: What Rebellion, or to uje their own Word, 
Commotions have we had, but their Hand has been chiefly 
in it? I know they would caſt the Odium of the late Wars 
upon the Presbyterians; they may well be afforded to ly: 
for their Cauſe, who will do every Thing elſe for ir, though 
never ſo inhumane or unnatural ; they may well deny that 
Plot, whea they have the Impudence to deny this, and *

very well known who began the late War, there is no 
Man but is ſenſible that the Papiſts carried on the Buſi- 
neſs again the Scots: It is too notorious: that a great Wo- 
man employed her Agents to the Papiſts, to encourage 
them to contribute to that Work: I'll not name her, be- 
cauſe of the Act of Oblivion, and beſides ſhe is dead: I 
believe every. one knows who I mean. 

The Papiſts have renounced the Government, they have 
forfeited the Benefit they might have, by the Laws, in that 
they will not take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
or when they do ſwallow them, it is with ſuch mental Eva- 
ſions, that they don't think themſelves to be obliged or 
bound by them, which in effect is a denying them ; and 
what are theſe two Oaths, but a reaſonable Security, that 
the Government requires them and all others to give ? And he 
that denies to aſſure the Government, that he will to the 
beſt of his Power maintain ir, does in plain Engliſh ac- 
knowledge another Power, and that when he has an Op- 
portunity he will do his beſt to deftroy this, and bring in 
that : Is that Government obliged to preſerve them, who 
will deftroy it? Are they to have any Benefit of the Laws, 
who will not obey them ? They heve renounced the Govern- 


ment, they have denied the King's Authority, and there- 


fore they are to be uſed as Enemies to both; and then what 
Severity is it to baniſh ſuch People ? 

For what muſt we do? It's plain, that whilſt they are 
here we ſhall never be in quiet ; there is ſomething 1n their 
Religion that obliges them to be unquiet; for what Reaſan 


had they at this Time to plot or difturb us, had not _ |

all Things at Heart's-eaſe ? They cannot expect to he in 
good a Condition if they had a Prince of their own chuſing; 
they were free from all chargeable and troubleſome Employ- 
ments and Offices ; their Eſtates were not burdened with 
| the Forfeitures due by Law, an eaſy Hand was laid upen 
them, and the Way to Preferment was by being of their 
Religion, they had got into almoſt all the profitable Em- 
ployments, they were above, and we below ; they had what 
they defired, and yet all th's would not do. 

© Bur if this be too much, then let us do with them as 
the Children of Iſrael did with the Gibeonites; they had 
made a League with them, that they ſhould live amongſt 
them, but leſt they might do them harm, they made them 
Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of Water, ( Joſhua ix.) not- 
withſtanding the League.

Privileges we enjoy by it, depend upon the Will and Plez- 


ſure of thoſe who are to ſee to the Execution of the Laws: 


For Laws that are not put in execution are vain and empty 
things, ſignifying nothing; for Execution is the Life of the 
Law, and without that they are a dead Letter : Laws un: 
executed are not far unlike to a Gun, which if rightly uſe 
is a Weapon of great Defence, but otherwiſe of no great 
uſe ; and if ir be charged, it may do much miſchief, unleh 


it be levelled at the right Mark: So our Laws, if they are 


not executed, what Advantage ariſes to us more than from 
waſte Paper? And if they are made uſe of, yer if = 
are not directed to their proper End, they may hurt thoſe 
they ought not: So that it is out of doubt that they who 
are entruſted with the Execution of the Laws, it is an in- 
diſpenſable Duty incumbent on them, that they take cars

not mean by theſe words, that he was under any Obligs 
tion to become a Perſecutor.
